Morons 
are individuals whose mental capacity is limited 
to that of a normal child from 9 to 12 years of 
age. This explains how the hair tonic business 
can thrive in spite of dishonesty. 


When anyone offers a remedy which will re- 


store the 
natural color to gray hair, or one 


which will make hair grow on a bald head, 
there is one to four chances that the prospect 
will buy the stuff. That's the main fault with 
moronity. 


We have severely criticized the cosmetic nos- 


trums that are widely sold for the hair, and 
these nostrums have deserved every bit of the 
censure that health authorities everywhere have 
laid upon them. If any business firm mixes up 
a bit of lead acetate (sugar of lead) and sulphur, 
and sells It with the assurance that it is "not a 
hair dye," jail is the proper place for the swind- 
lers. 


I have before me a list of 11 nostrums all of 


which purports to "restore natural color1' to gray 
hair, and all of which are in fact mixtures of 
lead and sulphur and therefore can only dye 
hair black or very dark brown. How surprised 
a red headed sucker must be if he uses one of 
these fake nostrums to restore the original color 
of his graying hair! Although I know the/false 
pretentions of these 11 "restorers," I should not 
hesitate to use any of them to dye my own hair 
or keep it from showing gray, if I believed such 
practice wuold give me any advantage or add to 
my happiness. 


ft is not dangerous, in my opinion to use lead 


aretate and sulphur mixture for the dyeing of 
one's hair. I have failed to find any convincing 
evidence that this poison (lead) ever causes any 
serious consequences when employed from time 
to time as a hair dye. That is why I say I should 
not hesitate to use it on my own hair—if I had 
enough hair to touch up. 


Some other nostrums are quicker in effect. 


These depend, usually, on silver nitrate (lunar 
caustic)—which, as many know, blackens skin or 
hair on exposure to sunlight. My opinion is that 
even the silver nitrate concoctions—there are 
three or four nostrums of this class on the mar- 
ket—are reasonably safe to use. 


It is sad to see a young- woman's hair turn- 


Ing gray prematurely. It seems to me such a

"The Perennial Bachelor," 


has" 
bundle of feminine selfishness who 
fools herself and1 nearly everybody 
else into believing that she is the 
most unselfish creature on earth. 
She demands everything for herself, 
especially the adulation of every- 
body she comes in contact with— 
and she gets it, with a single ex- 
ception. 
s 
The book is called "All Kneeling," 


a phrase from the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. In the novel every- 
body is always, on his .or her knees 
to Christabel, the main character. If 
by any chance someone shows signsv 
of not wishing to kneel to her, she 
straightway, Institutes a campaign 
to make him kneel, and she usually 
succeeds. 


It is a delightful piece of satire. 


The woman put under the^ micros- 
cope of Miss Parrish's artTs a writ- 
er of poems and popular novels. 
That Is about the only thing I hav<» 
against the book. It is so easy to 
satirize a writer that it has become 
a little common. To make fun of a 
fake artistic temperament has be- 
come a habit with many writers. 
The reader often gets/the impres- 
sion that the kind of person de- 
scribed is to be found only among 
the artistic set. It would have been 
more worth-while, it seems to me.. 
although perhaps-harder, to satirize 
such a person who was not sup- 
posed to be a writer or artist. Ev- 
erybody knows people of that kind. 


But allowing for that, the book 


is a delight. The character is of 
course overdrawn; that is almost in 
evltable in satire. The spotlight Is 
constantly focused upon the selfish- 


ness of this ycAing woman who pre 
tends to be the most unselfish of 
creatures. As a result many areas 
of her life have to be ignored and 
only this one quality is thrown in- 
to relief. That was the author's pur- 
pose and she succeeds admirably. 


Whenever 
Christabel 
wants 


something* very much for 
herself, 


she makes herself and others be- 
lieve that she is sacrificing her 
real desires to do something for 
others. She gets her desire and also 
credit for being unselfish and she 
keeps everybody kneeling to be;. 


She is engaged to an impecunious 


artist and tries to make hinl com- 
mercialize his art. When. ~stV finds, 
this impossible she* throws hipi 
(for 
his own good) and marries 


wealthy business man. She makes 
herself believe she 
Is sacrificing 


herself. • 


That is a sample of everything 


she does. The book starts with her 
childhood and 
in chapter 
after 


chapter characteristic scenes 
are 


shown in which Christabel is held 
up before the gaze of the 
reader, 


how she fools everybody, including 
herself. There is only one charac- 
ter in the 
book, 
named 
Uncle 


Johnny, a shrewd old bachelor, who 
sees through her and he provides 
a contrast. He is a natural born cy- 
nic and now and again he lets the 
cleansing wind of cynicism blow 
through the cobwebs of Christabel's 
selfishness. 


There is a good £eal of satire di- 


rected against the arlstic set in 
which Christabel moves, but that 
has been done often. The book is 
significant because in Christabel it 
presents a full length portrait of a 
woman who is spiritually a little, 
pig but who persuades herself and 
everybody else that she Is a 
and wonderful saint.

EW YORK — Femininity in 
styles has gone to Milady's 
head this autumn. 


The winter's smart bob, like the 


season's chic gown, will follow the 
longer-in-the back silhouette, accord- 
ing ' experts. And soft, little chig- 
nons, curls and loose snoods are apt 
to appear on the best necks, especial- 
ly after the lights are lit. 


"The long, flowing lines and the 


rich fabrics in vogue now demand 
a very feminine coiffure," explained 
Charles Bock, the hair expert whom 
Ma.-y Pickford chose to bob her fam- 
ous curls. 


"A few curls or a little knot at the 


nape of the neck add the grace and 
dignity called for in new modes. A 
back bob is apt to be too abrupt look- 
ing with a sumptuous velvet eve- 
ning gown, for Instance." 


BOB STILL POPULAR 


But the winter's change in hair 


styles is not so radical as 
first 


glances seem to Indicate. 


"Only very young girls will really 


If' their hair grow," Bock gave his 
opinion. 
"Other "women will keep 


the bob but make it their own. They 
wl"' either let the back hair grow 
long enough to turn the ends under, 
or else they will add one of the little 
artificial chignons that clip onto 
even the shortest bob, for evening. 


Becomingness and individuality— 


and not just smartness—were given 
by Bock as the criteria in bobs right 
now. 


"Women should arrange their hair 


to suit their own features, not to 
follow any set style," he said. "If a 
woman has beautiful ears, she should 
show them. If her features are sharp 
or hard, a few wisps of curls over 
the temples will do much to soften 
her expression." 


Bock rarely cuts any two bobs 


the same way. But while each case 
demands individual attention, certain 
rules apply generally and should be 
helpful to all women. 


"A woman should study her fea- 


tures and the shape of her head very 
well indeed before she directs a bob," 
he 
averred. 
"CowMcks^, 
natural 


waves, blemishes, short necks, small 
heads and other individualities must 
be considered. Sometimes an oddity 
can be turned into an asset. 


"Xo woman—except the perfect 


~~ "jnna face—should try a straig.it. 


This calls for a long 
and 
delicate perfect 


center part, 
slender face 
features. 


v"Side parts are universally en 


hancing," he encouraged. "But 
part should be on the perfect side 
of the face. Every woman has on? 
side more perfect than the other. A 
parting on this side emphasizes th 
t auty. And, fully as Important 
more hair on the other side gives 
a heavier frame and reduces the 
proportions of the features. 


"Ninety-five per cent of women do 


not have a straight nose, but one 
that points, very 
slightly to the 


right or left. A part, whichever side 
it is on, should run from the back 
of the head to the front in line wltr 
the angle to which the nose leans 
For the exactly-straight, from back 
to front, part is a hard line. 


SWILRS LOOK YOUTHFUL 
"If one has,.a high forehead, she 


should bring the wave down onto it 
Tall women, with thin necks, should 
let their hair grow one or two inches 
longer on the sides. A one-sided hair 
arrangement, with the hair swirled 
softly gives a youthful look." 


Whether or not to show the ears, 


if they are not especially beautiful, 
seems to be a question of propor- 
tions, to Bock. 


"Cut your hair short, just to the 


tops of the ears, if your face is nice 
from the chin to the ears. If you 
have a heavy jaw, let the hair come 
to the bottom of your ears as a soft- 
ening frame." 


This is to be a season of soft, little 


curls. Some of Bock's coiffures, for 
nstance, leave the back hair long 
nnd curl it •In 
ringlets from the 


crown of the head to the nape of the 
neck. Others have the front parted 
on one side, with irregul-r curls on 
the short side. One features a little 
curl where straight little sideburns 
used to be. 


SEASON OF CURLS 


But for all of this vogue for curls. 


Bock had this to say about when to 
curl and 'when not to carl: 


"Blonde hair is almost always soft- 


er and more beautiful for a curl. But 
the dark-haired Italian or Spanish 
typo looks ridiculous that way. This 
woman should wear it well-groomed, 
but straight. And the fascinating' 
woman with irregular features often 
s much more 
interesting-looking 


with irregular uncurled bangs. 
It 


should depend on the individual.

In September, 1830, Anti-Masons 


from New England, New York, Ohio, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Dela- 
ware met at Philadelphia in national 
c nvention. This movement da*ed 
back to 1826, when William Morgan 
was supposed to have been kidnaped 
and murdered for revealing secrets 
of Freemasonry. The movement had 
spread through the north, figuring

Wlrt went to 
the convention In response to the no- 
tification, announced that he had 
been a. Mason, that Masonry .didn't 
appear to be such a bad thing any- 
way and that if he had been nominat- 
ed under a misapprehension the par- 
ty had better get someone else. But 
the nomination was unanimously 
c> firmed. Party leaders hoped they, 
bad named a man who would, have 
the support of the anti-Jackson Na- 
tional Republicans ,led by Clay.

states. Temporary and permanent 
chairmen, were named. The delegates 
voted by rising and announcing their 
choice as their names were called 
and Clay was nominated unanimous- 
ly, with John Sergeant of doubtful 
Pennsylvania for vice president 


The convention. Issued an address 


to the people denouncing the admin- 
istration for partisanship, corruption, 
abuse of power, tariff treachery, the 
war on the United States Bank and 
so on-. 


It recommended a national con- 


vention of young men which met In 
May, 
accepted the nominations and 


adopted a series of resolutions re- 
SWded as the first platform adopted 
in national convention. The assembly 
was called "Clay's Infant-School." 


The platform echoed the bigger con 
vention's address. 


-ollticlans of Jackson's "Kitchen 


Cabinet" board of strategy fomented 
the first Democratic National con- 
vention in order to nominate Martin 
V.—i Buren for the vice presidency. 
The Jacksonians had called them- 
selves Democrats since the last elec- 
tion. Van Buren's nomination had 
to be manipulated, because he was 
not popular with the masses. 
Dele- 


gjtes were advised that they had 
better support him unless they cared 
to "quarrel with the general." 


DICTATES NOMINATION 


Jackson was not nominated— his 


candidacy was merely endorsed. He 
dictated Van 
Buren's nomination, 


made by 208 of 283 votes. No plat- 
f< n was adopted. 


At this convention Jackson—or his 


strategists—put through the famous 
two-thirds rule which has plagued 
the Democratic party ever since, pro- 
viding that "two-thirds of the whole 
number of votes in the convention 
shall be necessary to constitute a 
choice." The most widely accepted 
theory Is that Jackson wanted to 
make Van Buren's nomination im- 
pressive. One delegate argued that 
a two-thirds nomination would carry 
greater moral weight and indicate a 
concurrence of opinion. Even then, 
the rule had Its opponents. 


Despite Van Buren's unpopularity, 


the party was solidly behind Jack- 
so u At the outset. Vice President 
Calhoun, Senators Webster, Clay- 
back In congress as senator from" 
Kentucky— and Secreary of State 


Van Buren had been aiming for the 
presidency In 1833, for Jackson had 
declared against more than one term 
for a president. 


Jackson soon revealed preference 


for Van Buren over Calhoun, who 
became his mortal enemy when he 
learned that Calhoun had sought his 
trial during the -Monroe administra 
tion for his conduct of the Florida 
Indian War. Jackson crushed Cal- 
houn for his nullificatfonist sym- 
pathies. Webster had hopss for the 
anti-Jackson nomination, but friends 
convinced^ him he had 
no chance 


against Clay. 


' THE COALITION 


Clay, Calhoun and Webster formed 


an anti-administration senate coali- 
tion, aided by a similar house group 
led by John Quincy Adams, Edward 
Everett and 
Rufus Choate. The 


senate blocked Van Buren's appoint- 
ment as minister to England, Cal- 
houn casting the deciding vote. As 
Lord Aukland told. Van Buren, in 
London, such an "outrage" was an 
advantage to any public man, and 
Van Buren 
became his 
party's 


martyr. Jackson always fought hard 
for his friends and the dfeat help- 
ed usher Van Buren to the presi- 
dency, but Calhoun was shortsighed 
enough to say of the senate's ac- 
tion: 


"It was kill him, 
-sir, kill him 


dead. He will 
never 
kick, sir, 


never ItMt!" 


The big issue 
was the U. S. 


3ank Iir* Philadelphia, renewal 
of 


whose charter Jackson had vetoed 
and which he was later to wreck 


by withdrawing f overnment deposits. 
Jackson called It 
"Th* Monitor." 


Clay made the bank finance hi* cam- 
paign. It spent $80,000. bribing edi- 
tors, 
spreading propaganda . and 


forming a combination 
of'capital 


ugainat Jackson. Senator 
Webster, 


who represented merchants, manu- 
facturers and Dnancleni, was on it* 
payroll. The masse* were well con- 
vinced of Its iniquities. 


Another Issue centered on wheth- 


er Jackson attended church regular- 
ly. Stories were circulated about his 
poor health and It was alleged-that 
he would resign in favor 
.of Van 


Buren after Inauguration. The duels 
of both candidates were luridly re- 
hashed. The first political cartoons, 
anti-Jackson, were used—one show- 
ing Jackson as a crowned 
devil 


handing the scepter t6 Van Buren. 


Poor Clay never 
could realize 


that he had to "kid" the public. 
He sought to merge the classes— 
business, finance, Nulliflcationlsts, 
the rich southern planters, religious 
sects, the anti-Masons, western farm- 
ers and land speculators. 
He se- 


riously considered Calhoun's proposal 
to take over the Clay strength' in 
certain southern states and, carrying 
hem, 
throw the election into the 


House where Clay could be elected. 


Jackson's strategists 
merged the 


masses and won. They appointed a 
Jackson leader in every village and 
played to the tall grass 
for the 


great mass 
of new voters. They 


formed campaign glee clubs, tnass 
meetings 
with spellbinders 
and 


torchlight 
parades. 
They pro- 


pagandized small country newspa- 
pers. 


Clay hoped to carry Pennsylvania 


and especially New York, where his 
ticket was merged 
with the Anti- 


Masonic ticket. But 
the returns 


gave him only Massachusetts! Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Delaware, Mary- 
land and Kentucky. Wirt 
carried 


Vermont. He had 
sought to with- 


draw after Clay's nomination, being

anti-Jackson, and

Wirt-Instructed electors would have 
been delivered to Clay if that could 
have helped him win.
